tests to revive Simpson, three doctors 
stood by with operating aprons on 
waitiifg to perform an autopsy. 


Everton 
was arrested 
yestertlpy 


charged with manslaughter, after lie 
had worn himself out trying to bring 
Simpson back to life. 
The autopsy 


was to have been held at 2 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, 
but 
Everton 


made such strong pleas^ftr' 'andthe'' 
chance that'he was permitted to try 
It. Before beginning his work of re- 
vival with Davenport ho explained that 
he was nervous Monday night and lost 
his "control." 


Only one''Somervlllo man-of medi- 


cine who examined Simpson was op- 
posed to an immediate autopsy. That 
man was Dr. Halstead. 


"While I am satisfied in my own 


mind that Simpson was dead," said 
Hnlstead, "1 am oposed to perform- 
ing an autopsy so EOOII. 
There are 


authentic cases of extended catalepsy 
in which the .patient was to all ap- 
pearances dead." 


Nevertheless the autopsy wns au- 


thorized by Chief of Police Bellla, 
County Prosecutor Tloger and County 
Physician Long, 
The physicians to 


perform the autopsy last evening were 
Dr. Long, Dr. McConaughy and ;i 
member of the staff of the SomervlHe 
hospital. 


In view of Bverton's contention that 


Simpson was alive the autopsy will 
furnish him with the most novel de- 
fense upon record should he he in- 
dicted by the grand jury and placed 
on trial for manslaughter. 


His contention then will ho thnt 


Simpson was alive when the doctors 
cut him up, and that the death of the 
man should bo laid 'at the door of t:ie 
dissectors. 


Everton has employed counsel 2nd 


will fight the .case. Dr. Quackeiibna, 
professor emeritus of Columbia uni- 
versity and one of the leading authori- 
ties on hypnotism in the country, sp.IJ 
that it was not unlikely that Simpson's 
was a case of suspended animation 
arid that an autopsy should be .made 
with caution, or perhaps deferred un- 
til there was no possiblity 
of 
life. 


But the examination last night showed 
that death 
was 
due 
to 
probably 


natural causes. 


Eight physicians assisted In per- 


forming the autopsy and they Issued 
a signed statement at its close stat- 
ing that death was due to rupture of 
the aorta, one of the great blood ves- 
sels close to the heart. 
This Indi- 


cated, according to the coroner, that 
deatli was primarily due to natural 
causes and that the man had probably 
been suffering for some time from an 
aneurism or similar affection of the 
ruptured vessel. 


Death was practically instantaneous 


and evidently occurred just as Simp- 
son, was coining out of the trance. 
Whether the strain he was put under 
when Everton stood on his body dur- 
ing its rigidity caused 
the 
rupture 


cannot "be ascertained. 
-The result of the autopsy will more 
than likely bring about Bverton's re- 
lease on bail.

Washington, Nov. 10.—The Canadian 


government apparently has made up 
its mind to what sort of a naval poli- 
cy it will present for the consider- 
tion of Parliament. Instead of com- 
mitting itself to a $20,000,000: build- 
ing Dragramme it has decided that 
three second-class cruisers 
of 
the 


Bristol- type and four torpedo craft 
'.o cost $12,000,000 is.enough of a start 
for the Dominion. It is not deemed 
wise to expend more than 53,000,000 
annually, so the programme will ex- 
tend over four years. Meanwhile it 
can be increased if the Government 
desires. 
The orders for the vessels 


will probably be placed in Great Brit- 
ain, since no yard has yet been es- 
tablished in Canada capable of turn- 
ing out the ships. The bill will also 
provide for Canadian training estab- 
lishments for both officers and men. 


The revolt which has shown itself 


in some, sections of Canada, princi- 
pally In the Northwest, against the 
establishment of a navy, has receiv- 
ed a notable addition. F. D. Monk, 
the leader of the Conservative party 
in the province of Quebec, has for- 
mally announced himself as being op- 
posed to the movement.

declares that Canada does not need 
a navy of her own and that any navy 
that she could place on the seas would 
be of no use in assisting to maintain 
British naval supremacy.

In considering the progress of the 


almost worfd-wide movement for the 
irotoctlon of forests, an interesting 
•eview has just been made of the 
York in China—a country which la 


often cited as an example of the 


evil effects of deforestation. 


In a portion of the Celestial King- 


loin earnest efforts are 
now 
being 


uade to re-establish a forest cover 
by planting, consul Wilbur T. Grac- 
'y of Tsingtau, China, reports that 
he Germans in that region are mak- 
ng successful attempts at relores- 
atlon. The success of the work was 
>ractlcally assured at the start, for 
o Germany Is given the credit for 
laving the highest developed sys- 
.bra of forestry, and It was natural 
o expect that the 
long; exptrlenco 


forest work In the Father-land 


vould lessen preliminary experimen- 
ation anil hasten progress in China. 


When Tsingtau was occupied by 
he Germans about eleven years ago 
:he hills were found bare and barren, 
vith only a sporadic growth of scrub 
line and weeds. 
Plans for reforest- 


ation were at once made, and about 
2.9G5 acres have already been plant- 
ed. 
About half of this is planted In 


acacias, the balance in pine, larch, 
valnut oak, maples and alders. 
So 


successful has dils planting been that 
he point has already been reached 
vbcre (he sale of timber 
can 
be 


nacle. 
Small branches are sold for 


Ire wood and some of 
the 
timber 


s used for the mining purposes. The 
sale and operation of acacia is expect- 
ed to become a considerable source 
of revenue during the next few years. 


It is particularly remarkable that 


.bis work should have been so suc- 
cessful in view of the difficulties to 
which the pla^fatlon was subjected. 
The rainfall is light and lack of mois- 
.ure considerably retarded the devel- 
opment of the trees. By far the worst 
enemies, however, were insects. Var- 
ious species of caterpillars and other 
nsects have been so destructive that 
thousands of Chinese boys and women 
ire now engaged annually to destroy 
them. 
Various measures of preven- 


tion have been tried, such as placing 
girdles of glue on the trees, but these 
have not been effective ami It was 
found necessary to resort to a sys- 
tematic destruction of the insects by 
hand. 


In 100S over seven million caterpil- 


lars were gathered by hand, smash- 
ed, covered with lime, nnd afterward 
used as fertilizer. 
This method has 


Ijeen successful 
in 
protecting 
the 


greater part of the plantations, but 
on the mountains on the border or 
the territory the trees 
are 
eaten 


bare. 
Acacias apepar to 
withstand 


the attacks of the insects better than 
any other species; and the summits 
of the mountains-are now being plant- 
ed with these trees in an effort to 
check future destruction. 
In 
addi- 


tion to these eniMnlos, Chinese thieves 
are another source of difficulty, and 
on one occasion n band of thirty-six 
thieves was captured in tho act o: 
stealing wood. 


In spite of these drawbacks, how- 


ever, the work has been so successful 
that the Chinese government is now 
undertaking forestry schemes in a 
number of -places under advice from 
German experts. 
Tills work centers 


about 
ilukdcn, 
Manchuria 
where 


success has already been 
obtained 


with acacias and exeriments are now 
being made with other trees. 
The 


first Chinese forest school was estab- 
lished at Sltiliden two years ago. 
Six hundred and 
twenty-five 
acres 


iiave alreav been set apart for cul- 
tivation and 24,710 acres are to be 
purchased for afforestation. 


Three large mines in China, in 


the provinces of 
Chili and 
Shansi, 


which, ai-c nude' the management 
of Europeans, are making plans foi 
afforestation, and the Shantung rail 
way Is planting aeacias 
along 209 


aiiles of track. 
This, 
however, 
Is 


simply a beginning of the work, and 
the Chinese government now has in 
contemplation th-s inauguration of ex 
tensive afforestation work in different 
parts of China.
